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Diocesan missions 
serve the needs of 
American Indians

SAN DIEGO — “‘The church establishes particular 
missions, at various geographical locations, in order that 
the good news of salvation can be preached and acts of 
charity and mercy can be performed,”’ states the ‘‘Con- 
cise Catholic Dictionary for Parents and Religion 
Teachers’’ by Renolds R. and Rosemary Ekstrom. 


Although missions are often equated with foreign na- 
tions, in the Diocese of San Diego missions exist to serve 
the American Indian population in the county. 


DOMICAN SISTER Josepha Mauss, diocesan 
consultant for Catechesis of American Indians, is respon- 
sible for the religious education at the 18 Indian missions 
in San Diego County. 


These missions are: 


' @ Pala, Pauma, Rincon and La Jolla Reservation, 
served by Comboni Missionary priests 

e Santa Ysabel, Inajah, Los Coyotes, Mesa Grande 
and Warner Springs, administered by Father Donald 
Huntimer 

e Barona, Sycuan and Viejas, served by the La Salette 
Community under Father Richard Landry 

@ Jamul, under Deacon Bill Clark 

¢ Campo, Manzanita and La Posta, administered by 
Father John Nesbitt. 


Sister Mauss said there are some 22,000 American 
Indians in San Diego County, including those living out- 


_side the reservations. 


“POVERTY IS spotted’’ on the reservations, she 
said. ‘‘If you look for it, you’ll find it.”’ 

As an example, she spoke of an Indian family with 10 
children who lives in a broken-down trailer. The family’s 
heater had broken, so Sister Mauss acquired a kerosene 
heater for them. 


Another family drank from mayonnaise jars while 
offering its only two glasses to guests, she said. 


ALTHOUGH SOME local Indians do not have food, 
“‘they won’t beg,’’ she explained. Others in the com- 
munity help those in need. ‘‘Their spirit of sharing is 
tremendous.’’ She recalled one man who gave half his 
check to another family. 

To aid local reservations, Msgr. Anthony Chylewski, 
diocesan Mission Office director, arranged for Sister 
Mauss to speak to congregations at two South Bay 
parishes through the Missionary Cooperation Program. 


This program allows missionaries to preach about their. 


needs at local parishes. 


Sister Mauss said that local Indians desire spiritual help 
more than money and clothing from the Catholic com- 
munity. ‘“These people need to feel they belong to the 
diocese.”’ 


EVERY RESERVATION, except San Pasqual, has a 
chapel where the Indians attend Mass, said the nun who 
has held her position in the diocese eight years. Many do 
not attend Mass at larger parishes nearby because they 
are often the brunt of prejudice. Many feel embarrassed 
by their shabby-looking attire, Sister Mauss said. Al- 
though they ‘‘don’t have Sunday-type clothing,”’ they are 
clean. 


“We need. . . to share in what the diocese could give 
us,’’ such as retreats, cursillos, and marriage counseling, 
she said, adding that location of the reservations make it 
difficult for people there to travel to sites where many of 
these activities are offered.

World Mission Sunday Oct. 19 


NEW YORK — World Mission Sunday will be 
celebrated Oct. 19, announced the national office for 
the Society for the Propagation of the Faith. 


Promulgated by Pope John Paul If, World Mission 
Sunday is the annual occasion for the entire Catholic 
world to pray at the Eucharist for the missionary work 
of the church and to offer financial support crucial for 
next year’s missionary activity. 

THIS YEAR’S theme is ‘Believe in your 
heart . . . Proclaim to the world . . . Jesus is Lord.”’ 
It serves ‘“‘to remind us of our own gift of faith which is 
not meant for us alone but to be shared with all the 
world as we support the mission church with our 
prayers and gifts,’’ according to the national Propaga- 
tion of the Faith office. 

Last year the Mission Sunday collection in the 
United States totaled $17,266,000, half a million dol- 
lars more than the 1984 amount. 


This collection, gathered under the auspices of the 
Society of the Propagation of the Faith, is distributed 
for the missionary and pastoral work of the church 
worldwide. 


FIFTY-ONE PERCENT of the collection is dis- 
bursed in Africa, Asia, Oceania and parts of Latin 
America. Nine percent is allocated to Eastern 
churches; 40 percent is for missionary work in the 
United States. 

The Propagation of the Faith office supports local 
priests and Religious who have little or no other 
sources of sustenance. 


The office also supports the formation of catechists, 
seminarians and novices. 

Each year the church designates the next-to-last 
Sunday in October as World Mission Sunday. It will 
be celebrated on Oct. 18 next year. 


Msgr. Daniel Ryan, retired priest, 
dies of lingering illness at age 80 


Msgr. Daniel J. Ryan, a retired priest of the Diocese of 
San Diego, died Oct. 3 at Nazareth House after a long 
illness. He-was 80. 


Msgr. Ryan was born in Rossmore, County 
Tipperary, [reland on May 7, 1906. He studied for the 
priesthood at Mt. Mellerary Seminary, [reland, and at 
St. Bernard’s Seminary, Rochester, N.Y. 

He was ordained June 12, 1932, at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, Rochester, to serve in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, which then included San Diego. His first 
assignment was at Resurrection Church in Los Angeles. 

Msgr. Ryan also served at parishes in Alhambra, San 
Bernardino and Palm Springs. Locally, he served as 
pastor at St. Agnes parish, Point Loma, and Mary, Star 
of the Sea, Oceanside. 


In 1964, Msgr. Ryan was assigned pastor of St. Rose of 


Lima, Chula Vista. He remained there until June 30, 


1977, when he retired and became pastor emeritus. 

Msgr. Ryan was named a domestic prelate and 
accorded the title of monsignor in September 1955. He is 
survived by three sisters, including Sister Stephanie Ryan 
of Shreveport, La., a Sister of Charity of the Incarnate 
Word. 

““Msgr. Ryan was a patriarch of the clergy, a devoted 
pastor to his people with a personal interest in each and 
everyone of them,’’ said Bishop Leo T. Maher in a 
statement announcing Msgr. Ryan’s death. 

‘““He had great interest in the younger clergy and 
seminarians; he was a true churchman,”’ the bishop 
added. 


A rosary and vespers service was held Oct. 6 at St. 
Rose of Lima Church for the priest. The following day a 
Mass of Christian Burial was celebrated at the church, 
with interment at Holy Cross Cemetery.

ALCALA PARK — Catholics from throughout the 
county gathered at the University of San Diego stadium 
Oct. 5 for the third annual ‘‘Rosaries for Peace

Approximately 50 buses transported many of the

5,000. 


THE CRUSADE began with a procession led by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher onto a large stage erected in the 


center of the stadium field. A statue of Our Lady of 


Fatima, carried on a decorated platform, was placed on a 
table in front of the stage. 


Candles imported from Fatima, Portugal, were 
distributed to everyone in attendance and lit at the 
beginning of the procession. Father Donald Buchanan, 
spiritual director for the Legion of Mary and crusade 
organizer, welcomed the crowd. He then led them in the

The Rosaries for Peace Crusade is similar to vigils for 
peace held throughout the country each year, according to 
Mary Steiger, a crusade organizer. 

THIS YEAR’S rally was held at Alcala Park for the 
first time to accommodate the record numbers it attracted. 
‘‘We’ve more than tripled our attendance each year,” 
Steiger said. 

Half the crowd in the stands moved down to the field to 
join in the procession, which formed a complete circle 
around the field. The rest remained seated, reciting the 
rosary and holding their candles. 

The Knights of Columbus, Order of the Alhambra and 
Boy and Girl Scout representatives participated in the 
opening and closing processions. A combined choir from 
the Mission San ‘Diego de Alcala and St. Michael’s

Arson to blame for abbey fire 


OCEANSIDE — Arson is to blame for three separate 
fires that destroyed two buildings and caused over 
$100,000 in damage Sept. 29 at the Prince of Peace 
Abbey, according to Oceanside Police Officer Tom 
Bussey. 

A carpenter’s shop, an adjacent wood shed and a paint 


shed were destroyed in the fire. A third fire caused minor 


damage to a new building under constrution. 


FATHER CHARLES Wright, OSB, said one of the 


abbey residents reported the first fire about 1 a.m. 


Monday morning. Bussey said the third fire — in the 
librarian’s office of a chapel and library complex under 
construction — is believed to have been started while 


firefighters battled the first blaze. 


The carpenter’s shop, a Quonset hut that was formerly 
a airplane hangar at the Oceanside airport, housed an art 
studio. The wood shed held 10,000 board feet of Samoan 
teak wood which was being used to build pews, a choir 
stall and doors for a new chapel under construction, said 


Father Wright. 


An empty gas can was found by one of the fires and the 
incident is still under investigation, said Bussey. 


According to Father Wright, construction of the new 
chapel and library complex began June 24, 1980. Every 


item has been built by hand by the Benedictine monks or 


construction workers, he said. The structure is about 85 
percent complete.

An anniversary of democratic experiment 


This year marks the 30th anniversary 
of a unique experiment in democracy — 
the United Auto Workers’ public review 
board. The board, composed of seven 
public members independent of the VAW 
leadership, makes final and binding deci- 
sions in cases involving the rights of mem- 
bers as well as alleged violations of ethical 
practices. 


As an original member of the board 
and its chairman for the past 27 years, I 
am proud of its record and proud of the 
UAW for having had the integrity and, 
yes, the courage to grant the board such 
sweeping powers. No other voluntary 
organization has followed suit. A few 
other unions experimented with compar- 

_able boards, but only briefly. 


THE EDITORIAL consensus at the 
time the board was established saw this 
so-called ‘‘watchdog’’ committee as a step 
in the right direction and a significant 
contribution to the cause of honest trade 
unionism. However, a few dissident 
voices were raised. 


The late Raymond Moley, for 
example, informed Newsweek readers that 
the board was simply window dressing, 
““selected, presumably, by the top brass of 
the union and passed upon at the conven- 
tion of the union. In short, Reuther (then 
UAW president) wants a review of the 
affairs of his union by a private, hand- 
picked court.” 


Mission Sunday: 
A mission of Jesus 


Dear Brothers and Sisters in Christ: 


Oct. 19 is World Mission 
Sunday. It is a day of tremendous 
importance to the church struggling 
to exist in the poorest parts of the 
world, and to us. 


We know so well the needs of the 
people of God in the missions. Say 
“‘India,’’ and immediately we think 
of a remote village rarely visited by 
a priest or Religious. Say ‘‘Sudan,”’ 
and there comes to mind the spiri- 
tual and physical suffering of 
thousands of refugees. Say 
“Bolivia” or ‘‘Bangladesh,’’ and 
suddenly we recall that here live 
some of the poorest of our human 
family, in need of that fullness of life 
which is Christ. Say ‘‘Uganda,”’ 
and almost. simultaneously we 
remember its other title — the Land 
of Martyrs and Saints.

N.R. Howard, then editor of The 
Cleveland News, characterized the board 
as a ‘‘public relations coup’’ and said he 
was going ‘‘to wait and see’ whether its 
members could be trusted to call the shots 
as they saw them. 

THE BOARD’S record for the past 30 
years has given the lie to their cynicism. 


Other less cynical critics apparently 


- misconstrued the board’s purpose and the 


scope of its authority. It has no authority 
over collective’ bargaining and is not a 
policy-making body. Despite extra- 


ordinarily broad powers, its authority is 
limited to adjudication of specific appeals 
of UAW members and alleged violations 
of present or future ethical practices codes 
of the union or the AFL-CIO. 


The editors of Life magazine were 
among those who thought the board’s 
authority too limited. They recom- 
mended that it be extended to collective 
bargaining and expressed the hope that 
‘‘some unions may eventually ‘mature 


. enough to let such impartial boards 


decide whether their wage demands are 
reasonable — i.e., in keeping with gains 
in productivity — or whether they will 
aggravate inflation, which injures all citi- 
zens, including union members, far more 
than thievery.”’ 

THIS RECOMMENDATION was so 
“unrealistic one suspects it was not thought 
through to its logical conclusion: that the 
economic decisions of management as 


well as labor ought to be subject to the 
veto of ‘‘outside experts.’’ Needless to 
say, there was not the remotest possibility 
that this would happen then or now. And, 
in my opinion, there isn’t any reason why 
it should. 

However appealing such a transfer of 
authority and responsibility may seem in 
theory, it is not the answer to the nation’s 
economic problems. 


Labor and management admittedly can 
make mistakes in their handling of collec- 
tive bargaining and economic policy, 
and, to a limited extent, outside experts 
might help avoid them. Short of a major 
crisis, however, outsiders should not be 
expected or permitted to take over. That 
would merely ignore, not solve, the 
problem of labor-management respon- 
sibility and, in last analysis, be almost as 
harmful as turning the whole thing over 
to the government.

Is missing Mass a mortal 


QUESTION: Has the church 
changed its rules on attending Mass? Is 
it still a mortal sin to miss Mass on 
Sunday? We have relatives who go only 
when they feel like it. Their excuse is 
that there is no more sin since Vatican 
II (Massachusetts). 


- ANSWER: [ am sometimes tempted to 
believe that one of the biggest mistakes 
the church has made is to make it a “‘law”’ 
that we must go to Mass on Sunday. Let- 
ters like yours always sharpen that 
temptation. ’ 


For far too many Catholics, the obliga- 
tion to participate in the Mass each Sun- 
day is in somewhat the same category of 
church law as abstaining from meat on 
the Fridays in Lent, or even of attending 
Mass on holy days of obligation. It ob- 
scures the whole tradition of our Chris- 
tian faith on the significance of the Sun- 
day Eucharist for us Christians. 


TO SPEAK of the presence or absence 
of a church regulation as a primary mo- 
tive for participation in the Sunday Eu- 
charist radically misses the point. For cen- 
turies before it was a church ‘‘rule,’’ par- 
ticipation in the Eucharist each-week was 
considered automatic.

in the past few generations that many, 
maybe even most, Catholics have lost 
touch with this essential Christian tradi- 
tion, if indeed they were ever aware of it.

for homeless

SAN DIEGO — Outside the fence of San Diego 
Catholic Worker, homeless people lined up for their daily 
noon meal last Friday. Inside, committee members who 
wrote Assembly Bill 2839 expressed their anger at Gov. 
George Deukmejian’s recent deletion of $3 million from 
the Homeless Relief Act. 

Speaking at a press conference attended by supporters 
of the bill were Father Joseph Carroll, St. Vincent De 
Paul Center president; Assemblyman Pete Chacon, who 
introduced the bill; Robert Coates, San Diego municipal 
court judge; and Joe Dolphin, owner of Medevac 
Ambulance Company. 


THE FUNDING would have financed a pilot project 
to improve services to homeless people in San Diego 
County. The new St. Vincent de Paul (SVDP) Shelter 
and Day Care Center would have netted about half its an- 
-nual million dollar operating budget. : 

Dolphin said the governor would probably sign the bill 
next year. 

‘‘The homeless have needs now,’’ Father Carroll said. 
He pledged to continue seeking private funds, which he 
said have totaled $10 million for homeless relief during 
the past four years. 

HE SAID the state’s present $40 million allotment for 
aid to homeless people results in each one receiving only 
‘70 cents a day. ‘ 


UNDEFEATED LOBBYISTS — Promoters of the 
Homeless Relief Act vow to pressure Gov. George 
Deukmejian to approve a $3 million appropriation to 


‘‘The governor has shown insensitivity to the homeless 
of San Diego,’’ Chacon said, adding that $3 million could 
easily have been taken from California’s billion dollar 
surplus fund. 


‘Our aim is to get homeless people off the street,’’ he 
said. Their presence is ‘‘bad for business’’ and can cause 
health problems. He called a possible year’s delay in 
funding a ‘“‘big mistake.”’ 

COATES URGED all citizens to write to the governor, 
requesting him to authorize the expenditure specified in 
the bill. 


The bill would provide emergency services of food, 
clothing and shelter to homeless people. [t would also of- 
fer transitional services leading to relocation, employment 
counseling and training, psychological counseling, money 
management assistance, and loans for rent.

Chacon said he would ‘‘re-introduce the bill. We have 
lost only the skirmish, not the war.’ 


FATHER CARROLL told the Southern Cross the 
committee would continue pushing for the funds by urg- 
ing the transfer of unused moneys from state budgets. 


He cited the bill’s bipartisan support in the legislature . 
and its state-wide support from religious and civic 
organizations. 


The extent of services to be provided by the new SVDP 
Shelter and Day Care Center will depend on funding 
received from the state, Father Carroll said. 


The diocese will incur a $3 million debt to complete the 
building by June 1987, he added.

Witness holds vigil at Neva

SAN DIEGO — The feast of St. Francis of Assisi Oct. 4 
took Art Casey and over 20 parishioners from Christ the 
King Church to Las Vegas, Nev., to prepare for a dem- 
onstration at the Nevada test site the following morning. 
The group belongs to the parish’s Desert Peace Witness. 

Casey said he would remain in the desert for months to 
conduct daily vigils at the test site. 

SYMBOLICALLY, HUNDREDS of other parishion- 
ers accompanied the group in the form of prayers for 
peace they wrote at the church’s Sept. 28 liturgy. They 
placed these prayers in a ceramic vase made by Pat 
McReynolds. 

The parish also presented Casey with a banner made 
by parishioners. Jesuit Father Robert Fambrini, pastor, 
blessed Casey during commissioning ceremonies the re- 
cipient described as ‘‘an intense emotional experience.”’ 

Jesuit Father Thomas Piquado, homilist, asked the as- 
sembly to extend their spiritual support to the parishioner 
sent to the desert as a permanent peace witness. ‘‘Art calls

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us to work for peace,’’ he said. 

THE PETITIONS for peace played a major part in 
the Oct. 5 vigil. Casey’s supporters observed him burying 
the gallon-size receptacle at Camp Desert Rock — within 
100 yards of the test site boundary. 

The demonstrators then walked to the line, said Jackie 
Fix, member of the peace witness group. Here Casey an- 
nounced his decision not to trespass, because there were 
no law officers there to arrest him. Instead, the group 
joined Casey in a two-mile procession to a place where he 
pitched a tent. 

He will trespass onto test site property on World Peace 
Day, Oct. 27 when a gathering is expected to convene and 
commit this act of civil disobedience, she added. 

THE VASE and banner bear the same peace symbols 
— the sun, cross and dove. 

The peace witness group began its Sunday vigil by cir- 
cling the banner and reciting the liturgy of the hours, Fix 
said. They read some of the prayers in the vase and chant- 
ed, ‘‘We can create a world without war.’’

The previous evening they celebrated Mass at St.

Casey with a pledge of the parish’s solidarity on the ban- 
ner which reads: ‘‘Christ the King Peace Witness, San 
Diego, California.”’

Cross he would display the round symbol, three feet in di- 
ameter, every morning ‘‘before a caravan of-employees’’ 
arriving at the plant. 

He said he would trespass onto test site property only in 
the presence of other peace witnesses. ‘‘Peace can come 
only as a community action,’’ he said. 

ARRESTS FOLLOW such acts of civil disobedience, 


Casey continued. He said he would not pay the $150 fine, 
but serve a jail sentence of several days.

Dialogue a must in El Salvador, says Sosa 


Military aid not answer to country’s 
problems, says Salvadoran mother

ALCALA PARK — A representative 
of an El Salvador human rights group told 
an audience at the University of San 
Diego last week that military intervention 
is not the answer to her country’s 
problems. : 

America Sosa spoke on behalf of 
Comadres, the Committee of Mothers 
and Relatives of Political Prisoners, Dis- 
appeared and Assassinated of El 
Salvador. She was in San Diego to receive 
the first San Diego International Human 
Rights Award. 


A FORMER member of the leadership 
team of a Christian base community-in 
her town Sosa became active in Comadres 
after the arrest and imprisonment of her 
14-year-old son in 1980. Through an 
interpreter, Sosa described how her son 
was tortured, beaten and forced to sign a 
statement claiming responsibility for 
murder and mayhem. 

After serving seven months in prison, 
her son was released. He sought political 
asylum at the Mexican Embassy and now 
lives in Mexico, she said. 


Shortly after her son was released, 
Sosa’s husband was arrested on his way 


home from work. ‘‘My husband had no - 


interest in political activity,’’ she said. 
‘*All he cared about was taking care of his 
family.’’ 


WHEN HE failed to return from 
work, Sosa and her family launched a 
search for him. Through a message from 
a just-released prisoner, Sosa learned that 
her husband was being detained in the 
secret prison of the Hacienda police. 


Through the efforts and persistence of 
her brother-in-law, Sosa was able to 
obtain the release of her husband from 
prison. ‘‘He had been so savagely beaten 
and tortured that he had to be carried 
out,’’ she said. ‘“The prison director said 
they had detained him by mistake.”’ 


Sosa’s husband was taken to a hospital 
for treatment of his injuries, but he died 


15 days after his release. 
SOSA, WHO has been making public 


appearances around the country on behalf 
of Comadres, said the organization has 
four objectives: 

® immediate and unconditional 
freedom for all political prisoners. 

e clarification of the whereabouts of 
the disappeared and detained. 


@ justice and punishment for those 
responsible for political assassinations and 
disappearances. 

® suspension of decrees which legally 
admit confessions obtained under duress 
and torture by the security forces. 

She criticized the Reagan administra- 
tion for funding military expenditures to 
the government of Salvadoran President 
Jose Napoleon Durate. ‘“We support a 
dialogue between the government and the 
opposition forces,’’ she said. ‘‘A political 
solution to the war is the only hope for 
peace and justice.” 


‘Our people want a government that is 
concerned about human rights and the 
needs of its people,’’ she said. 


COMADRES PROVIDES both poli- 
tical and personal support to families 
whose relatives have disappeared, she 
said. In addition to demonstrations, press 
conferences, letter-writing campaigns and 
other nonviolent means of intervention, 
Comadres provides food, housing and 
medicine for families. ‘““Many of them are 
in desperate situations because when the 
husband and father disappears, the in- 
come stops. They have nothing.”’ 


She urged those in attendance to write 
to President Duarte, President Reagan 
and members of Congress, calling for an 
end to military funding of the Duarte 
government and an end to violations of 
human rights in her country. ‘‘Letter 
writing is really effective,’’ she said. ‘‘It 
can make a difference.’’ 


Sosa estimated that more than 70,000 
civilians have been killed in her country 
as a result of the six-year war. More than 
7,000 have been captured and 
imprisoned. 


Priest rescues USD coed 


ALCALA PARK — A University of 
San Diego coed was listed in serious but 
stable condition Oct. 3 after setting her- 
self afire early Sept. 28 at the USD Sports 
Complex parking lot. 


Deborah Katherine Montgomery, 19, 
was found engulfed in flames around 2:30 
a.m. by Father George Byrnes after he 
heard screams from his apartment. 


FATHER BYRNES, pastor of the 
Church of St. William in Del Mar, lives 
at the sports complex while the church 
rectory is being built. 


The priest called campus security and 
stepped outside to investigate the noise. 
He said he saw what looked like a bon fire 
at the end of the parking lot, but discover- 
ed the woman as he walked closer. 


The priest removed his shirt and used it 
to extinguish the flames. USD Security 
Officer Marvin Martz arrived on the 
scene and immediately called police, the 
fire department and paramedics. 


MONTGOMERY, A 
student at USD, suffered second- and 
third-degree burns on 38 percent of her 
body, according to the UCSD Medical 
Center Burn Unit, where she is being 
treated. 


“T didn’t do anything heroic,’’ Father 
Byrnes said about the rescue. “‘I did what 
had to be done.”’ 


USD President Author Hughes 
released a statement Sept. 29 which read: 
““The thoughts and prayers of everyone at 
USD are with the entire Montgomery 
family.’’

Liturgical musicians 
need further training

SAN DIEGO — A recent study on 
parish life concluded that, 25 years after 
Vatican II, congregations are not singing * 
as much as one would expect, said Father 


Nicolas Reveles, diocesan director of 


music. 


Citing the Notre Dame study of 
Catholic parish life, he said that, overall, 
music within liturgy does not have the im- 
portance it deserves. 


ONE MEANS OF improving liturgical 

music is to furthur train musicians, said 

” Franciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorski of the 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer. 


To provide this, the University of San 
Diego’s Institute for Christian Ministries 
(ICM) began a church music apprecia- 
tion class instructed by Father Reveles 
several weeks ago. The course is just one 

~of many planned by the diocesan music 
director and the Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer. 


USD/ICM’s liturgical music program 
_has received two major donations — 
$25,000 from St. Brigid parishioner Jerry 
Witt for completion of a pipe organ and 
$125,000 from the Hahn Foundation. 
The funds may help the diocese develop a 
more active education program for litur- 
gical musicians, Father Reveles said. 


HE NOTED THAT the diocese has 
many fine musicians, but they ‘‘need a 
better understanding of how music and 
liturgy relate according to the mind of the 
church.’’ Such knowledge can be léarned 
by studying documents of Vatican IL and 


those of the National Conference of 


Catholic Bishops. 


Citing recommendations in ‘‘Music in 


Catholic Liturgy,’’ a document issued by 
the Bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy, 
Sister Nicgorski said salary guidelines 
should be established for liturgical musi- 
cians. The document states that ‘‘full- 
time musicians employed by the church 
ought to be on the same salary scale as 
teachers with similar qualifications and 
workloads.”’ 


““Musicians need to know the spiritual 
pulse of the community,’’ Father Reveles 
said. 


They need to realize that liturgical 
music should be planned, Sister Nicgorski 
added. - 


DIOCESAN MUSICIANS can stay 
abreast of new music through the local 
chapter of the National Association of 
Pastoral Musicians — an organization for 
clergy and musicians, which fosters the 
art of musical liturgy. Sister Nicgorski 
cited the local membership of 340 as a 
sign that the quality of liturgical music is 
improving in the diocese. _ 

Father Reveles noted that, beside train- 
ing, musicians should also possess pastor- 
al leadership skills and sensitivity to the 
community’s needs. 


The organ is more successful than a 
guitar in leading communal singing at 
Mass, he said, adding that it is important 
for the celebrant to participate in the 
music. ‘“‘If he doesn’t, neither will anyone 
elsend 


Sister Nicgorski said that documents on 
liturgical music have been translated into 
Spanish and are available through the 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer.

The softball league 
for young adults concluded its season Sept. 28, with Holy Trinity’s team 
defeating Our Mother of Confidence/St. Catherine Laboure for the league 
championship.

Priest knocks Reagan’s 


campaign against drugs

NEW YORK (NC) — Anti-drug efforts 
by President and Mrs. Reagan, including 
their nationally televised anti-drug mes- 
sage in mid-September, are ‘‘excellent 
theater’ but ‘‘doomed to failure,’’ said a 
priest who heads a New York drug 
treatment agency. 


“*After 30 years in this field, I find this 
(Reagan) administration the most ignor- 
ant about the drug problem,’’ said the 
priest, Msgr. William B. O’Brien, 
president of Daytop Village. 


MSGR. O’BRIEN, who helped start 
the agency in 1963, said in an interview 
‘that an effective national approach to 
drug abuse would require simultaneous 
and equal attention to law enforcement, 
treatment of drug abusers and preventive 
efforts aimed at non-users. 


He said most current efforts are aimed 
at enforcement but that those will remain 
a ‘‘colossal failure’? unless demand by 
users is reduced. 


Msgr. O’Brien was also critical of 
church inaction on drug abuse. ‘‘If the 
church was alive on this question, this 
show going on in Washington would not 
be airborne,’’ he said. 


ABOUT HALF of the budget of 
Daytop — an acronym for Drug Addicts 
Yield to Persuasion — comes from gov- 
ernment, mostly New York state. The 
rest comes from a variety of sources, in- 


cluding family contributions and private 
fund-raising, but none from the church. 
Msgr. O’Brien said Reagan had been 
engaged in highly publicized ‘‘Rambo- 
ing’’ on the borders, sending helicopters 
to Bolivia, testing urine, searching boats 
in New York harbor, conducting Satur- 
day night street raids and other measures 
directed almost totally to enforcement. 


When Reagan took office, Msgr. 
O’Brien said, federal programs for drug 
treatment were funded only at a very low 
level. He said Reagan cut them 45 
percent. 


MRS. REAGAN visited Daytop twice 
during the 1980 campaign and _ twice 
afterward, and in 1981 Daytop gave her 
its Promethean Award. Msgr. O’Brien 
called her ‘‘a well-intentioned lady,’’ but 
said that because of his criticism of the 
Reagan program, she had ceased to con- 
sider him a friend. 


“‘We are estranged because they are 
continuing to move in a fruitless area,’’ 


he said. 


Two days before .the Sept. 19 
interview, Mrs. Reagan had visited a fa- 
cility of another New York drug treat- 
ment agency, Phoenix House. When re- 


' porters asked her then about the need for 


increased treatment funding, she said, 
‘‘Dumping billions and billions and bil- 
lions of dollars isn’t going to do it.”’

grandes valores de este nuevo planteamiento teoldgica, de » 
bases biblicas tan antiguas como la verdad. (Libertatis 
Nuntio, 1984); y la segunda exponia la magnifica, 
doctrina tradicional sobre la libertad cristiana y la 
liberacién (Libertatis Conscientia, 1986).

calls for unity

SAN DIEGO — Because nothing destroys Catholic 


witnessing more than rivalries, Cardinal Ricardo Vidal of 
the Philippines would like local Filipinos to pray for unity 
in their communities. 


Cardinal Vidal was in San Diego last week to visit 


people here who have helped with projects in the Philip- 
pines. He was enroute to Rome to celebrate the 25th 
anniversary of the Colegio Filipino there. 


“ONE OF THE most precious ‘things the Filipino 


| community brought here is their faith,’’ he said during an 


interview with Southern Cross. He prays that the local 
- Filipino community will continue to live the faith through 
private and community activities. 


He said he is grateful for the assistance given by local 


Filipinos to help people in their homeland who live in 
poverty. Donations have been given to assist the poor and 
seminarians. 


“f was happy with the way Corazon Aquino was 


received in this country,’’ the cardinal of the southern 
part of Luzon said. He added that he was sorry that her 
request for aid from the U.S. government was denied. 


FRIENDS IN the United States should come forward 


to help the Philippines during its time of need, he said. 
“This is the time for a meaningful relationship’ to 
develop between the two nations. 


He celebrated a Mass of thanksgiving at St. Rita 


Church Oct. 2. His secretary, Msgr. Achilles Dakay, and 
other Filipino priests in the diocese concelebrated. 


“In this beautiful country the order of priorities is often 


inverted,’’ the cardinal said during his homily. The 
temporal is often given much importance and the divine is 
lost in the process, he told the 150-member assembly. 


THE WORLD has been looking to the Philippines 


since Aquino came to power last February, he said. Her 


election is an example of the power of prayer. Devotion, 
especially to the Virgin Mary, gave Filipinos the strength 
they needed to bring about the peaceful transition in the 
government. 


‘We still need prayer to answer the nation’s perplexing 


problems,”’ he said. 


“f pray Our Lady will guide all Filipinos to live accord- 


ing to the faith,’’ he said.

Fix said it is impossible to estimate the effectiveness 
of such demonstrations. However, she noted that ‘‘the 
experience commits participants to further action 
within the community.”’ 

Casey said he would be financially sustained in Nev- 
ada by a support community at Christ the King parish. 
Members of two antinuclear groups in Las Vegas will 
bring him groceries and other necessities, he added. 

HE LOOKS to St. Francis of Assisi as a model for 
his mission. St. Francis believed ‘‘in the brotherly rela- 
tionship of all life,’’ he said. ‘The American Indians 
learned that concept; we haven’t learned it yet.”’

Casey traced his interest in nuclear test site demon-

Jonathon Schell’s book, The Fate of the Earth. This:

Dynamics has participated in six demonstrations at.the 
Nevada test site. He trespassed onto the property in 
October 1984. His sentence was to do intake counsel- 
ing for the American Civil Liberties Union in San 
Diego. 

He said 139 protestors were arrested at the test site
